Agency as pertaining to Osvaldo Dorticos, President of Cuba, 
rather than xo Lee Harvey Oswald,, It was concluded by the : - 
Central Intelligence Agency that the message contained no 
information of significance and it was destroyed® 

No further inquiries are being made concerning 
this matter.
